Dear Wayte: 


I am herewith enclosing rephotographs of those gold coins. These 
are a decided improvement. I made them by artificial light and by daylight. 
We spent a whole day experimenting both ways and I think I have gotten 
it so I can use artificial light as well as Gaylighte 


I am sending prints of the reverses by artificial light and I 
defy anyone to find much of any difference. I am returning the coins 
to Voetter as he wrote me he wants them back as he is going away in 
about 10 days for most of the summer. If you have anything more you want 
of him, you hed better write him at once, 


I am also encluding the 8 escudos, i823, of Mexice, Thagehe 
sent, but he did not mention that ya wanted ayy Simply stating that you wanted 
a print to send to Pradeau. 


I weighed the two Costa Rica 10 peso pieces, They are virtually 
the same. 1870 weighs 14.860 grams and the 1876 14.57 grams. I do not have 
any 20 Colones of Costat Rica nor do I have the Peruvian half escudo of 
1826, 


The Mint Report in its summary for 1916 leads one to think they struck 
gold and silver for 1916, but they do not say whet denominations were 
struck. I have a distinct recollection they struck no 4 pesos for 1916. 
Probably they struck all the other denominations. We have a two peso, 1916, 
as well as a complete set for i915. 


I am to be away all next week but Clark can look after any rush 
stuff you may have.

I am glad you called my attention to the Ecuador gold. I think 
you were wrong on the Newcomber collection in giving the date 1926. 
I saw this, but as I considered you in error, did not put in the date. 
It was Lot 318 and bought by Lakewood for $12.90. If you can, I wish 
you would verify this date, the reason being the law of March 4, 1927, 
called for a new denomination of gold of 1 and 2 condors (25 and 50 
Sucres). In 1928 2500 blanks for the one condor pieces were made at 
the Royal Mint for Birmingham, which struck 20,000 one Condor pieces 
with the bust of Bolivar, and reverse arms. No gold was struck in = 
1926. You will note in my list I put in a two condor plece for. ecvenial 
but on a recheck, Gandot find any were struck although one was 
authorized. Therefore scratch it out on the list I sent you. 


I have been away the past weok and have not done very much the 
past two weeks. I expect to be able to do quite a lot in August as I will 
be able to stay in town evenings, more or less, and check up the various ~ 
lists from our collection, something I cannot do at home. Therefore \should 
give you a batch from now on. 

Egypt alone has taken me over three nights, unravelling the work 
of all the different mints that have made these coins. 

I have heard no rumors that some one else is preparing sucha | 
book.

We could 
not agree on certain points about publishing his work and he apparently 
wanted his own way so much that he was willing to make an outlay of over 
$1000 to get it out. 


I should judge he was contemplating about 500 copies, about twice as 
many as I figure he can sell. He probably will give away to Mexican friends 
and non-numismatists about 50 copies. He was 1@eking to market the 
publicat@on and did not know where to turn. I think vhe is going to write 
Spink to market for “urope and you, as he has already done, for this country. 


If you want to handle it, I would not hesitate to give him all the 
advice you think best, gauged from your experience. You and I know that 
a collector would rather spend $5.00 on a coin than $2.00 on a book. There 
will always be a few collectors who will pay a price for a book but most of 
them are cheap skates. 


The book will be good and will be of value and the person interested 
in Mexican coins of the Colonial and Revolutionary period will get his 
money's worth whatever reasonale price he charges for it, especially the 
Revolutionary series. : 


I think he will have to cut his asking price down. If you are 
interested, why don't you suggest $5.00 for cloth bound and say $35.00 or $3.50 
for paper bound and state the commission you would charge for handling it. 

He will not make much money anyway and probably would get it out at a joss 
as he wants to sell all the copies that Ih wants printed. 


There would be natumally certain expenses in handling it as a few 
advertisements should appear.
